Loss of the Henry Clay, of Fourteen Hundred Tons, 
on Squan Beach—Six Persons Drowned—The vest

Hor Suenr Roiis.—Dry before the fire a suffi- 
cient quantity of four to make three penny rolls, or 
larger if you like; add to it an egg well beaten. « 
little salt, two spoonfuls of yeast, and « little warm 
milk; make into = light dough, let it stand by the 
fire all night. Bake the rolls ina quick oven. 
Qviex Wareczs —Mix flour and cold milk to- 
gether, to make a thick batter. To @ quart of the 
flour put six beaten eggs, a table-spoonful of melted 
butter, and a teaspoonful of salt. Some cooks add 
@ quarter of a pound of sugar, and half a nutmeg. 
Bake them immediately. 
Rice Warrics,—Take a teacup and a half of 
boiled rice—warm it with a pint of milk, mix it 
smooth, then take it from the Gre, stir in a pint of 
cold milk, sed a tea-epoonful of salt. Beat four 
eggs, and stir them in, together with sufficient flour 
to make a thick batter.
